Commons moved that tho government bo 
Instructed to purchase tbo Irish railways, 
and stated that Ireland is ready to 
tha expense of the transfer. 


This is tlio beginning *! s measure which, 


it is Intended, Bhf'l not end till all the rail- 
ways of- Qieat.Britain and Ireland are in 
tho hands of "the crown," a« it is called, 
whicb means the hands of the party which 
is in the majority. 


It may make very little diflerc-nce to us 


directly, whether the English governmon 
does or does not pay a sum estimated al 
fivo thousand million dollars in gold, and 
take possession of all its raHwayn, but th' 
action ol our traai-allantic cousins Is inter- 
esting to us becauso tho subject of alale- 
ownership is coming prominently before 
the American public, now in the state gov- 
ernments, and it will soon make Use" felt 
In Washington. 


The objections to stato ownership are 


greater in this country than they aro >•> 
England. Ownership of railways by the 
Statts in which they are located, would not 
by any means answer the purpose. 
The 


objects sought for in thi proposed change 
would be as Impossible of attainment 
un- 


der a system which made each slate a great 
railway corporation, as under tho present 
system. The only result of the abandon- 
ment of the present system of companies 
will be to center all railroad management in 
Washington. 
The objections to this plan 


are many and weighty. 


Passing over all the intricate preliminary 


questions of finance involved in any effort 
to get the equitable value of our present 
railroads, 
or lo equalize tha stocks of 


different companies,and the different stocks 
of each company, there is every reason to 
deprecate government management. 


la the present odious condition of orr 


civil service, which is not content with 
cheating and bullying us at home,but must 
istids disk/ace us in the very courts of Eu- 
rope, we should be very cautious about in- 
creasing 
government 
pai-onage. 
Just 


imagine what a presidential election would 
ba when all the railroad employes were 
bound by their loyalty to their bread anrl 
butter, to work for the administration. 
It i» bad enough, at least for tho opposition 
party, to havo the country covered with 
truly loyal postmasters and rerenuo offlcsrs, 
but if tho tens ol thousands of railway offi- 
cials and workmen, from general managers 
down to track layers, were- under the con- 
trol ol tho amninistration it wonld be al- 
most impossible to eject from office the 
party which had onco got possession. 
When Judge Hoar was making fc!s srjs- 
rocnt before the railway committee ol the 
Massachusetts legislators he told this story.

government. 


To entrust aucb fast commercial interest 


as all of our passenger and freight trafllc 
to such m«n as we send to Washington, or 
such men as ua sent to some state capitols, 
would be little short of Idiocy. 


And yet within u very few years somo de- 


cisive action will have to be taken on the 
railroad quesllon. 
Tho corporations are 


getting stronger than tho state governments 
A railroad Is a monopoly and 
u mo- 


nopoly ought 
to be held strictly ac- 


countable to the 
public. 
At present, 


when there is no compelllion, tlio public ii 
at tho mercy of tho railroad. 
When rail- 


•oads do compete at certain points they ro - 
ducn their terms ruinously low between 
such points, and make their averages come 
out right by raising Ibeir charges at inter- 
mediate points oxtortionately hisb. 


Thero is yet another plau tor railway man- 


agement which wo believo deserves careful 
attention and which would give the public 
all tho advantages of private enterprise In 
the management of railroads without placing 
them beyond the needed government con- 
trol. 


A railroad is simply a highway with a 


peculiar species of pavement. A counly 
or a state can build such a road, and koep 
it in good order. 
But the county commis- 


sioners who lay out a public highway do 
not havo any thing to do with using Ihe 
road. They do not run stage lines over it, 
nor do they in any respect operate it. 
Let 


each state, then, own all the railroads with 
in its limits, just as eacb county owns 
highways. Then as the road is not adopted 
to public use let it be leased to such com- 
petent and responsible parlies as will pay 
the highest rent lo the state, and make tho 
lowest charges to the public. 


Let Ihe lease be for a term of years, ten. 


tor instance, and the rales for passengers 
and freight be clearly stated, and not to bo 
changed during Ihe conliuuauce ol Ihe con- 
tract. 


All the management of tlio road will then 


be in tho hands of a private corporation. 
Its finances will be controlled by interested 
directors, and all its employes will be up- 
pointed, as now, on grounds of fitness, and 
not of politics. 
At the samo lime tho State 


will have a power of regulating charges 
Which will be far more efficacious than by 
pasniug a statute, the only means at pre- 
sent. 


Of course when a company took such a 


lease ol a road, and bought an equipment 
for if, it would expect to hold tho road for 
more than ton years, and ordinarily il would 
be for the interest of the public that the 
company should do so, 
A company iu 


possession of the road, and owning tho 
squlpment, would be able, generally, to un- 
derbid oulside parties, and so long as tho 
company could do this and yet give the pub- 
lic satisfaction, it ought to retain Ihe ro id. 
But the lease or charier for a limited period 
would enable the state to prevent u burden- 
some monopoly, and to compel the consid- 
eration of local as well ?5 through traffic. 


Il may be objected lhat under any such 


arrangement a large corporation might 
operate two competing roads, and produce 
all the evils attemlanl on a consolidation. 
But under Ibis plan Ihere would be no com- 
paling lines. 
All the competition wonld bo 


between the bidders before the lease of the 
r«ad, and after the lease It would be impos- 
sible to vary the tariff. 
Under the present 


condition of things it would be a calamity 
to Massachusetts if Vanderbilt should get 
possession of tbe Boston and Albany or tbo 
Hoosao Tunnel roads because he could then 
so regulate the changes as to throw all the 
trade into New York, but under the plan 
here suggested it would m»ke no difference 
whether the road was run by Vaaderbill or 
not, for, to get tha loase he would nave to 
underbid the other parties, and, having got 
t would be compelled lo manage the road 
n accordance with the lerms ajreed on. 


We commend Ihis plan to ihe considera 


.ion of Ihose farmers of Illinois who 
are 


vary naturally exasperated at the rates of 
freight, especially for local business.
